The “Gazette” contains the _ 
draft of an Ordinance to amend 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals Ordinance, 1935. 

In the Objects and Reasons it ‘is. 
stated that provision for. the con- 
struction, licensing. and proper sani- 
tary maintenance of places in ‘which | 
animals are kept in: private pre- 
mises‘is made by section 4 (1) (xxi). 
of the Public Health (Sanitation) 
Ordinance, but is given a. restricted 
meaning. . Similar. provision in the 
Public Health CAnimals and Birds) 
Ordinance, is also given a restricted 
meaning. 


The object of this Bill is to make 


similar. provision under the Preven- 


tion of ‘Cruelty to Animals Ordin- . 
ance, by the addition of appropriate 
words to section 8 thereof. | Under 
section 2 “animal” is given. a very 
wide interpretation so as to cover | 
any bird, beast, fish, reptile or in- 
sect whether wild-or tame. ” 


It ‘is intended, when the Bill is 
enacted, to make regulations for the 
licensing, construction and proper 
sanitary maintenance of the “pet- 
shops” where a miscellaneous collec- | 
tion of dogs, cats, monkeys, reptiles 
and gold-fish aro sometimes. kept 
forsale to the public under condi- 
tions against which the object of 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals Ordinance is directed.
